>  the  healtb  of  the  Borough  remained  satisfactory 
and  the  district  was  not  visited  by  any  epidemic  of  disease  which 
could  not  easily  be  controlled.  The  Infectious  Diseases  were 

lesns  number  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  notification 
oi  Tuberculosis  were  also  slightly  reduced. 


Attention  must  be  drawn  to  a  quite  sharp  little  outbreak  of  Food 
Poisoning  which  occurred  in  one  e stabli  lament  in  the  Borough  during 
the  summer.  Details  are  given  in  body  of  the  Report.  Fortunately 
there  were  no  deaths  although  many  of  the  affected  persons  were 
seriously  ill  for  some  days.  It  is  inevitable  in  times  of  .shortage 
and  of  bulk  buying  that  the  quality  of  food  should  be  determined 
not  ^  by  the  desire  of  the  consumer  but  by  what  is  available.  Bulk 
buying  requires  bulk  storage  often  over  long  periods  and  food  seldom 
improves  with  keeping  for  lengthy  times. 


The  number. of  carriers  of  enteric  organisms  likely  to  cause  food 
poisoning  has  increased  of  late  years,  or  possibly  they  have  been 
more  frequently  detected  as  the  result  of  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning 
Both  of  those  factors  reveal  the  necessity  for  the  much  more  sanitary 
handling  of  food  in  its  raw  state,  during  the  processes  of  cooking, 
and  its  service  delivery  to  the  actual  consumer. 

Our  powers  of  control  over  the  storage,  sale,  and  preparation 
of  food  are  inadequate,  and  not  vested  with  sufficient  authority  or 
penal  deterrents  to  render  a  full  service  to  the  community  possible. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Members  of 
the  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  and  to  the  other 
Officials  of  the  Corporation  for  their  ever-helpful  co-operation. 

To  Mr.  Haworth  and  all  the  members  of  the  Health  Staff  who  so  ably 
assisted  me  during  the  period  I  should  like  to  thank  one  and  all.

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The  general  standard  of  housing  is  high.  Quito  a  largo 
proportion  of  the  houses  are  owner-occupied.  There  are  a  few 
old  cottages  in  the  Lytham  area  which  will  be  scheduled  for 
demolition  when  the  housing  situation  improves. 


During  the  year  45  permanent  houses  were  erected  by  the 
Corporation  and  6  permanent  houses  by  other  bodies  or  persons- 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  in  progress  on  72  permanent 
houses.  The  erection  of  a  further  64  houses  was  under 
contemplation .

6.  TUBERCULOSIS. 


There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis  notified  -  22  compared  with  36,  and  a  slight  decrease 
in  the  number  of  deaths.  During  the  year,  7  deaths  were  attribut¬ 
ed  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  giving  a  death-rate  of  0.23  per 
1,000,  which  is  0.06  below  the  average  rate  for  the  previous  five 
years,  and  0.03  below  the  previous  year.

As  only  one 
death,  a  male,  was  attributed  to  this  cause  during  the  year,  it 
cannot  have  been  prevalent  to  any  great  extent. 

2 .  CANCER . 

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  cancer*.  76  deaths  (male  and  female)  being  registered  as  due 
to  this  disease,  as  compared  with  72  in  the  previous  year.  The 
death-rate  is  2.52  per  1,000  which  is  0.02  below  the  rate  for  the 
previous  5  years. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE.

FOOD  POISONING. 


The  Minister  of  Health  had  placed  cases  of  Food  Poisoning 
on  the  list  of  cases  to  be  notified.  All  practitioners  in  the  area 
were  notified  of  this  change. 

In  August,  1949,  information  was  received  from  a  practitioner 
that  21  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  had  occurred  in  an  establishment  in 
the  Borough.  This  establishment  was  immediately  visited  and  full 
enquiries  made.  The  form  of  food  poisoning  was  diagnosed  as  one  of 
the  Salmonella  Group  of  germ  infections.  Investigation  narrowed 
the  possibilities  down  to  one  particular  meal  of  which,  fortunately, 
some  portions  were  still  available  for  examination.  The  possibility 
of  a  carrier  was  considered  and  all  the  staff  were  examined,  and  one 
selected  for  further  investigation. 

In  order  that  the  investigations  should  be  as  extensive  as 
possible  samples  of  the  milk, ice-cream  and  water  were  examined,  but 
all  these  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  pure. 

The  faeces  and  urine  of  five  persons  were  sent  for  examination 
(including  the  suspected  carrier).  All  were  found  to  contain  the 
germ  Typhi-Murium.  The  food  suspected,  imported  tinned  meat,  did  not 
contain  this  organism  (but  this  is  not  unusual  as  only  portions  of 
the  meat  may  be  infected),  but  contained  other  organisms  which  showed 
serious  deficiences  in  the  packing  and  canning. 

The  question  of  the  presence  of  the  infecting  organism  in 
the  canned  meat  could  not  be  excluded  but  the  probability  was  that 
the  member  of  the  staff  suspected  to  be  a  carrier  was  the  actual 
infecting  agent  and  that  the  meat  concerned  was  the  vehicle  of 
infection .

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


Excrement  disposal  is  almost  entirely  by  water  carriage  and 
there  are  in  the  Borough  approximately  12,491  fresh  water  closets 
and  31  waste  water  closets.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were 
in  use  16  privies  and  52  pail  closets,  all  belonging  to  houses 
where  no  sewer  was  available.  The  privies  are  emptied  regularly 
by  the  Corporation;  and  the  pail  closets,  which  are  attached  to 
farmhouses,  are  emptied  by  the  occupants.

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority 
over  the  whole  district.  Four  complete  units  are  engaged  and  a 
weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  now  operative  and  only  varies 
slightly  on  the  incidence  of  Bank  Holidays.
